LEGION FLAG "WAY INSTALLED 


Old Glory to Fly Before Main Street Stores — Merchants 
Co-operate in Plan with Andover Post No. 8,

The plan for a Legion flag way, providing 
for beautiful: American flags flying from poles 
at regular intervals along Main street is 
becoming a reality, twenty-six merchants | 
having placed orders for flags and poles 
Twenty-four have already been installed, 
and more orders are coming in every day.

The Legion flagway reduces the cost and 
trouble of decorating to a minimum. It also 
insured the proper observance of flag eti- 
quette, because there is no question as to the 
position of the blue field and other details 
which confront the average citizen when he 
has to display a flag in some way other than 
on a pole. 

The outfit used in the flag way is unique in 
itself. No rope halyards are used, a fact 
which eliminates many difficulties. An 
American bunting flag, four by six feet, with 
sewed stars and stripes, with strictly fast 
colors and brass gommets insures a flag that 
is good for many years service. The pole- 
holder is 8 1-2 inches long and is imbedded in 
the sidewalk about a foot from the curbing. 
When the socket is not in use, it is covered 
with a brass screw cap, fitted to the inside 
of the housing, making the holder, dirt, 
water and rust proof. The cap is perfectly 
level, with the sidewalk, thereby, eliminat- 
ing all possibility of accident. 

The flag staff or pole is of ash, twelve 
feet long in two six-foot sections, with brass 
ferrule at the joint. The pole is highly 
polished and mounted with a bronze ball set 
on a tapering top. 

Commander P. E. Wilson contracted with 
the Sentinel Flag System, Inc., of Elmira, 
N. Y., to install the flagway in Andover.

The Cloud Digger’s seventy-fourth semi- 
annual prediction of weather for the coming 
six months is out. This predictor of weather 
at Packersville, Conn., has announced the 
exact date of over one hundred storms, earth- 
quakes and tidal waves in the past thirty- 
seven years, it is claimed. 

He keeps his identity secret. No man, no 
paper and no organization has even been 
able to truthfully say who the Cloud Digger 
was, although many think they know. 

For 1925 up to March 21, 1926, he pre- 
dicts a bad winter, the first part of autumn 
to be very dry, only one big storm, about 
September 20 to 25, dry up into October. 

In November he says: “This is to be the 
worst November, New England has known 
in nearly half a century, much cold weather, 
several bad storms, one toward the last half 
of the month, very, very bad, probably 
snow, but no one can tell whether it is to be 
snow or rain ten hours in advance.” 

December is to have much mild weather 
and about three very bad storms, possibly all 
snow. There will be no green Christmas 
around Boston this year. 

From December 26 to January 4, a mild, 
open period, followed by ten weeks of very 
bad weather. One storm hardly dies away 
in January, February and up to March 15, 
until another takes its place. From March 
3 to 6 there wil] bo one of the worst storms 
in half a century.

Three hundred years ago the inhabi- 
tants of these parts had reason to expect 
an attack from the natives at any time 
and to protect themselves they regularly | 
carried far-reaching guns. But the day 
when every man looked out for himself 
is gone. The development of the com- 
munity has meant the disarming of the 
individual, while the work of protecting 
the people from banditry has been 
delegated to specialists in this sort of 
business. It is with good cause, there- 
fore, that the public looks to the police 
when experts in committing crime do as 
intensive a businses as they have been 
doing here of late. We have had three 
serious payroll robberies in the last few 
days. ‘Iwo of these have been accom- 
panied with murder, and thousands of 


dollars have been stolen in the Cam-! 


bridge, Lawrence, and Waltham hold- 
ups. “Such desperate crimes rightfully 
arouse a peaceful community, for a few 
desperados endanger the property and 
the lives of countless citizens. When 
out for money, .the lives of other people 
mean nothing to these men. As a 
result the whole populace is alarmed. 

Andover has been fortunate enough 
to escape these large-scale operators. 
But in a smaller sense this town has 
experienced a number of breaks in the 
past few months. It does not seem that 
much has been done to bring the offend- 
ers to justice. 

Many centuries ago the Ten Com- 
mandments were handed down to man- 
kind, Since then they have been taught 
to generation after generation in all 
western countries. Three of these 
commandments are against coveting, 
stealing, and killing. Countless laws 
have been based on these three precepts 
to fit the conditions of our complex 
urban life. But burglars and murderers 
care nothing for the laws of God or man, 
however indispensable to civilization. 
In one cunning and bold gesture they 
sweep aside some of the most precious 
tradition of antiquity and some of the 
most essential restraints of modern 
days. In doing so they throw out a 
slinging challenge to all believers in law 
and order, 

To have our courts administer more 
severe punishment when these daring 
law-breakers appear before the bar of 
justice is not in itself sufficient to reduce

the appalling brigandage of the last few 
In former days when penalties 
were much heavier than they are at 
present, a far larger proportion prac-

man for horse-stealing certainly put no 


}end to that evil. 


Harsh sentences on the part of the 
judiciary must be accompanied by con- 


| ditions which make the chances of a 


criminal’s arrest much more probable 
than it now is. So long as a burglar 
thinks he can “get away with it” he 
does not stop long to consider the 
penalty which will be imposed on him 
in case he does get caught. Practical 
certainty of arrest is the first condition 
necessary to restrain the criminal. 
This of course depends upon the com- 
petency of the police to outwit .profes- 
sional gangsters who are very clever at 
their nefarious business. The public 
may reasonably expect the authorities 
to show results in this respect, for it is 
what they are being paid to do. 

Speedy apprehension should be fol- 
lowed without delay by a quick trial, 
and while the penalties for the guilty 
party should be severe, they must not 
be out of proportion with those admin- 
istered for other crimes. If, as was the 
case the other day, a payroll robbery 
without murder means the maximum 
sentence of life imprisonment, a burglar 
will consider it a good risk to murder 
on the spot; the evidence against him 
for it can make but little difference in 
the sentence if he is caught, and it will 
greatly reduce his chances of being 
caught. To make sentences for burg- 
lary too severe is like placing a bounty 
on murder, so the various penalties 
must be kept in proportion to the 
seriousness of the offense. 

The main step to be taken in a cam- 
paign for the reduction of brigandage 
is to catch the guilty party quickly. 
This is a problem for the police to solve. 
Once this is done, if the courts are not 
lenient, would-be burglars will learn 
that to covet, to steal, and to kill are 
not profitable practices.

Delicate Instrument 

There will shortly leave America an 
expedition that will travel half round 
the earth and will take daily measure- 
ments of the heat of the sun In the 
interest of long-range weather fore- 
easting. It will oecupy four years in 
this task. The instrument that will 
be used is a radiometer invented by 
the late Dr. E. F. Nichols. 

This radiometer is so sensitive that 
the ray of a candle situated 7,000 feet 
away and focused upon it is sufficient 
to turn its vanes through several hun- 
dred scale divisions. Even the face 
of ‘an observer, when placed In the 
position previously occupied by the 
eandle, will produce a deflection of 25 
seale divisions. 

It has been suggested by a humor- 
ist that with this instrument one 
might almost note the approach of a 
friend, while still some miles distant, 
merely by the glow of his countenance. 
It. might even detect the sun In an 
English summer.—London Tit-Bits.

Instructing Children In Safety 


The school children of the nation, says the 
A. L. A, seem, in a good many loczlities, to 
be bearing the brunt of the automobile acci- 
dents and fatalities. In some states, notably 
Connecticut, this year, the percentage so far 
is nearly one-half and in most States it runs 
up to hetween 30 and 40 per cent. One of the 
reasons for this is that a full and proper im- 
pression of such dangers is not made upon the 
child mind. He is left too frequently to his 
own immature judgment. If automobile 
traffic continues as doubtless it will, all par- 
ents of small children should look a few years 
ahead and prepare for the safety of their 
offspring when the time comes for them to be 
upon the streets. It is the surest of all ways 
to protect them against danger. It is not a 
hard task. It does not require any great 
education. 

It.may be thoroughly accomplished little 
by little each day from the earliest time a 
child begins to understand, and when the age 
of three years is reached the ordinary mishaps 
that make home accidents one of the greatest 
causes of injuries to children, will be well 
drilled into the mind. A parent who neglects 
to do this important educational duty as a 
part of the everyday routine is inviting upon 
his household the suffering and sorrow that 
accompany child fatalities in our streets. 
But there are thousands of parents in every 
State who are totally ignorant of the safety 
moverrent. To these may be added thou- 
sands of parents who have heard of it but 
who are absolutely indifferent to the message, 
—parents who trust to luck, who take 
chances themselves, who are not only willing 
their children do the same, but who actually 
encourage them to be venturesome, believing 
the experience beneficial. Such parents, de- 
clares the A. L. A’, have not yet seen the light 
and they must be reached and shown their 
error. How is it to be done? asks the A. L. A. 

If “an ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure,” and if the school authorities 
of every State can be made to realize it and 
are willing to make the attempt to reach and 
enlighten parents on the hazards of the 
streets and homes that confront their chil- 
dren, it need not be a complicated or expen- 
sive undertaking. 

Every teacher of small school children 
could be cheaply. supplied with leaflets or 
even one small sheet, at regular intervals— 
say each week or two, calling the attention 
of parents to the constant need of warning 
their children of all forms of danger. 

Short, pointed, and helpful information 
should he printed thereon and ‘these given 
to the school children with the request they 
be taken home to their parents. This 
method would not only create in parents an 
interest in safety work, but would also bring 
to them much useful information that per- 
haps in no other way would ever reach them. 

A year of such effort would result in an 
immense amoung of saftey knowledge being 
broadcast throughout the country, says the 
A. L. A., and would bring to the aid of all 
safety organizations an influence from the 
homes of incalculable value.
